rentions, the Juſtices then Aſſiſtants declarg'd it to be 
cheir opinions, That if any man atrempt-to make himſelf 
{ ſtrong thar the King ſhall not be able to reliſt him (as 
certainly he that ſeizeth his Guards dorh) he is guilty of 
Rebellion, and that the Law interpreterh, that in every 
Rebellion , there is a Confpirac inſt the Life and 
Crown of the King , for.a Rebel will never ſuffer that 
King to live and Reign, who may afterwards puniſh or 
revenge ſuch his Treaton or Rebellion : And by the Im- 
perial or Civil Law, any thing done againſt the ſafety of 
a Prince is reputed Treaſon, and-we may juſtly be al- 
low'd to be apprehenſive of thegreat danger that his Ma- 
jeſty's life would have been in, when his Gufard (which 
is the Incloſure to which a Prince owes his fafety) had 
been «ſurpriz'd', from the Examples of Edward IL. and 
Richard 11. drawn out of our own Engliſh Chronicles , 
both which being once by Force of Arms gotten by con 
a 
e away ;.and even here lately in our own. age, the 
very ſame fort of men, animated by the very fame Prin- 
ciples, (and ſome of them, indeed, the very Numerical 


waged open War againſt the King , under the ſpecious | 
popular pretences of ſuppreſſing of Popery , preventing 
of Arbi Power, and removing of evil Counſellors;
